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Romulus Profile: Simon Binder

One morning, approximately three 
years ago, Simon E. Binderwentto down- 
town Romulus’ Kozy Korner Cafe ... 
and his life hasn't been the same since. 

While waiting for his breakfast on 
that sunny morning, Binder — a retired 
Romulus High School art teacher — no- 
ticed that a large, mounted fish had been 
hung on one of the restaurant's walls. In 
a recent interview, he described what 
followed. 

Said Binder, "| told one of the ladies 
(at that time, the Kozy Korner was co- 
owned by Gloria Needham and Mary 
Kosmalski) that, if they were going for a 
more ‘rustic’ look, | had some paintings 
and drawings at home that might help. 
She told me, ‘Sure, bring them in.'" 

Binder, now 77, went on to say that, 
since featuring his work at the Kozy 
Korner, he has sold "10 or 12" of his 
pieces, with the top price being $100. 

Working mostly in pencil and oil, the 
native Pennsylvanian generally portrays 
landscapes and nature tableaux; of late, 
however, he seems to be increasingly 
drawn to pencil illustrations of old steam 
locomotives. In fact, two of the three 
pieces currently on display at the Kozy 
Korner are studies of locomotives. 

"I've been interested in steam rail- 
roading all my life," said Binder. "Of the 
two railroad drawings now at the restau- 
rant, the one with two locomotives in it 
(the other depicts only one) has a very 
interesting history. 

"Back then," he continued, "two trains 
came daily out of Chicago and headed 
into Detroit. One belonged to the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, the other to New York 
Central. The trains left Chicago at the 
same time every day —and, as the tracks 
were more or less parallel, they raced 
one another to Detroit. In those days, it 
was an important event of the day.” 

Binder then noted that the model for 
his 2'x3' "dueling trains" pencil illustra- 
tion was a printed postcard which fea- 
tured a drawing created by Nationally 
famous railroad illustrator, Howard Fogg. 

"|wanted to do something dramatic," 
said Binder, "and, having seen the racing 
locomotives a couple of times in Ypsi- 
lanti, | thought that this might be what | 
was looking for. It's a picture I've wanted 
to do for a long time because it was such 
a spectacular sight back then." 

Framed, 2'x3' limited-edition litho- 
graphs of Binder's speedy Detroit-bound 
trains will be on sale at the Kozy Korner 
Cafe within the next two weeks. For 
more information on this offering, or on 
any other of Binder's works, call him at 
941-9468. 

In addition to being a splendidly tal- 
ented artist, Binder is also an accom- 
plished wood-whittler. 

_ Ashe showed mea softwood replica 


of a dove and a hardwood likeness of a 
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grazing horse, Binder noted, "To whittle 
a piece the size of these (approximately 
eight inches in length), you need a good- 
sized chunk of wood, since a lot of it is 
carved away." 

He then added that, these days, the 
supply of wood is becoming scarce. 
Binder attributes this to the fact that 
industry is consuming wood at a faster 
rate than ever before. 

In one room of his home, a large, 
whittled rosary — comprised of a cross, 
approximately 18 inches high, and 60 
two-inch-diameter beads — is draped 
gracefully along one wall. Binder ex- 
plained that the wood used forthe rosary 
came from a nearby cherry tree. 

In May 1941, Binder was drafted by 
the United States Army. The draft was 
initiated, he explained, so that the United 
States would have an increased number 
of servicemen if the Country was drawn 
into World War II. 

"After | was drafted," said Binder, "| 
was among the first draftees to be as- 
signed to the Army Air Corp. | was mostly 
on what they termed ‘general duty,’ but it 
was what we called ‘slave labor'! 

"After Pearl Harbor," he added, "guys 
were being drafted so fast that a lot of 
themwere actually issued 1918 uniforms. 
Then, after getting into the war, allorders 
pertaining to discharge read: 'Will serve 
at the convenience of the government.'" 

Binder was honorably discharged 
from the service in 1945. 

In 1953, Binder graduated from 
Ypsilanti’s Eastern Michigan University — 
then called Eastern Normal — with a 
bachelor's degree in art and a teaching 
certificate. 

"Actually," grinned Binder, "I really 
didn't want to be ateacher; | wanted to be 
a commercial artist or a tool-and-die 
maker. But, as | was going to school 
under the Gl Bill, a VA counselor sug- 
gested that | become a teacher... so | 
did! 

"I'm glad that | did, though,” he con- 
tinued, "since teaching gave me an op- 
portunity to give young people a start 
that | never had. When I'd get down-in- 
the-dumps about teaching, I'd always 
think about that, and it would pull me out 
of my bad mood.” 

Immediately after graduation, Binder 
began teaching in Romulus — and, ulti- 
mately, spent his entire 24-year teach- 
ing career in the Romulus Community 
Schools. Initially, he was an art consult- 
ant in Romulus' elementary system. As 
such, Binder traveled to each school and 
consulted with teachers as to how they 
might best instruct the youngsters in art. 

"It really didn't work out very well,” 
said Binder. "| think that the teachers 
would have rather had me teach so that 
they could get a break. Finally, | asked 


the superintendent if | could do just that’ 
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— go from school to school and teach art. 
He quickly approved my request." 

Later, after a two-year stint of teach- 
ing fourth grade, Binder applied for, and 
landed, an art-teacher opening at Romu- 
lus High School. Settling in comfortably, 
Binder remained there until he closed 
out his teaching career in 1977. 

When asked to relate various high- 
lights of his teaching days, the artist 
replied, "| had highlights every day. | 
worked with some really good students, 
and a lot of them went on to work in the 
art field. Several of them went into the 
field — as they later told me — because of 
their instruction in art, and because of a 
graphic-arts program that the superin- 
tendent had asked me to set up. Now, 
though, I've lost track of those students.” 

A single man, Binder — who has 
resided in Romulus for 38 years —is the 
father of two adult sons. Michael, the 
oldest at 50, is a dispatcher for Federal 
Express out of that company's facility in 
Memphis, Tennessee. Forty-eight-year- 
old Norman drives truck for Romulus' 
Tec-Mar Company. Having never mar- 
tied, he presently resides with his father. 

With great and justifiable pride, 
Binder noted that both of his sons served 
in Vietnam. 

As we wrapped up the interview, 
Binder mentioned that he's loved art for 
as long as he can recall, adding, "| love 
the simple enjoyment of drawing and 


* ‘painting. Also, there have been times in 
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my life that | could draw things that | 
couldn't express in words." 
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A man of slight build, Binder has 
light-brown hair and a like-colored mous- 
tache. His wire-rimmed glasses in no 
way obscure the bright, sparkling eyes 
behind them, and, throughout the inter- 
view, | had the feeling that his smallish 
mouth was ready to explode into a huge 
grin at any moment. 

Binder's home, near downtown 
Romulus, has a pleasant, countrified air; 
the rustic structure would not be out of 
place in the northern woods of the Upper 
Peninsula or Canada. And, after spend- 
ing a goodly amount of time with Binder, 
I'm certain that he's content with where 
he lives. In fact, as far as | could discern, 
he would likely be happy anywhere; he's 
aman who seems to be blessed with 
both peace and contentment of soul. 

But, contrasting this apparent peace- 
fulness was Binder's 1993 dark-blue Ford 
Probe GT, which sat majestically on his 
driveway. 

"Will you look at that?" he asked as 
| was preparing to leave. "| just washed 
her this morning, and already she's cov- 
ered with pollen!" 

As | left his home, | kept thinking that 
Simon Binder seems to be a man who 
can accept whatever life throws his way 
— and, further, make the best of it. 

For the most part, he likely does live 
a life of peace and serenity . . . although 
he sure knows how to pick a hot car. O

Four Romulus High School students 
are currently attending the Seventeenth 
Annual World Affairs Seminar at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, thanks to scholar- 
ships awarded by local clubs and organi- 
zations. The seminar, which began June 
13, will continue through June 18, 1993. 

The recipients of the scholarships, 
valued at $245, are: Tyrone Jones, Jr., 
son of Tyrone and Diane Jones (spon- 
sored by the Romulus Rotary Club); 
Joshua Scott Remelius, son of Rick and 
Vicki Remelius (sponsored by the Romu- 
lus Kiwanis Club); Christina A. Seibert, 
daughter of Richard and Doreen Seibert 
(sponsoredby the Romulus Rotary Club); 
and Shalina Renee Warren, daughter of 
Eartha Warren (sponsored by the Romu- 
lus Progressive Club). 

The World Affairs Seminar is a per- 
sonalized educational program for spe- 
cially selected high-school students. Its 
primary purpose is to bring about a better 
understanding of world problems on the 
part of high-school students through a 
study of currentissues, while at the same 
time providing the opportunity to discuss 
those issues with young people from the 
countries concerned. 

Emphasis is placed upon promoting 
a better understanding of the causes of 
world conflict, the rationale being that 
such an understanding would be most 
likely to result in peaceful solutions. 

Students from foreign lands will make 
up about one-fifth of the total number of 
participants, and will be coming from 50 
different countries through several ex- 
change programs. This will enable both 
American and foreign students to learn 
about each other's customs, traditions, 
aspirations, and heritage. Altogether, 
there will be approximately 1,000 high- 
school students from throughout the 
United States and Canada, along with 
250 foreign exchange students. 

The experience of living ona college 





campus will be both exciting and worth- 
while. Students will have five nights' lodg- 
ing in a double-occupancy dormitory 
room and all meals, including a banquet. 
University recreational facilities will be 
open for student use, as will be the 
University Health Center for emergency 
health care. During the seminar, stu- 
dents will hear various speakers, see 
films, participate in panels and group 
discussions, view foreign exhibits, and 
receive name tags, portfolios, and other 
seminar materials.

Three outstanding Romulus High 
School students are currently attending 
the 53rd Annual American Legion Auxil- 
iary Girls' State Program on the campus 
of Central Michigan University in Mt.

The 
program, which began June 12, will con- 
tinue through June 20, 1993. 

The three Romulus students will be 
among 546 girls representing the very 
best of Michigan youth. 

The recipients of the scholarships, 
valued at $200 each, are: Lisa Jo Decker, 
daughter of Dennis and Karen Decker 
(sponsored by the Romulus Kiwanis 
Club); Lekeisha Holmes, daughter of 
LeRoy and Mildred Holmes (sponsored 
by the Romulus Progressive Club); and 
Staci Lynne Steffani, daughter of Sean 
and Sandy Steffani (sponsored by the 
Romulus Rotary Club). 

All three girls have just completed 
the eleventh grade; thus, they will be 
returning as seniors to share their expe- 
riences with their classmates next year. 

The 1993 Girls' State Program is 
designed as apractical experience inthe 
problems of self-government as oper- 
ated within the State of Michigan. The 
purpose of the program is to emphasize 
the importance of governmentin modern 
life; to stimulate a deep and lasting inter- 
est’in government; and to enlarge the 
students’ understanding of the govern- 
mental process. 

The basic method employed by Girls’ 
State, by which these goals may be 
achieved, is that of actual participation in 
the political and governmental process. 
Care has been taken to design the Pro- 
gram so that every student may partici- 
pate in the electoral process; have an 
opportunity to hold public office; and be 
encouraged to share in the formulation 
of public policy. Since no one person can 
serve in all offices of government, it is 
expected that a great deal willbe learned 
by observation of the activities of others. 
It is hoped that each young citizen will 
leave Girls’ State with a mature appre- 
ciation of some of the basic strengths 
and weaknesses of the American sys- 
tem of government. It is hoped, further,

that they will leave with a firm resolution 
to make government a more effective 
and responsible servant of the people. 

To be eligible, acandidate must be a 
citizen of the United States; able to at- 
tend the full nine-day session; be com- 
pleting her junior year of high school; and 
be a Michigan resident attending a Michi- 
gan high school. 

Selection is based on each girl's 
interest, character, and potential abili- 
ties. Also considered are teacher recom- 
mendations and academic record. 

Upontheir arrival at Girls' State, each 
girl is assigned to a mythical political 
party and to a county and city. There are 
seven counties, each composed of three 
cities. 

The citizens nominate and elect vari- 
ous City, county, and state officials. They 
are instructed in the duties of the various 
public offices, and they learn the func- 
tioning of each office — including the state 
supreme court, the legislature, and other 
divisions of government — as well as its 
powers and limitations. 

The Press Association and lobbyist 
and interest groups are also popular 
activities in a typical Girls’ State. 

Two girls will be selected from 
Michigan's Girls’ State to attend Girls’ ” 
Nation, to be held in Washington D.C. 

Girls' Nation, a citizenship program 
in the process of federal government (to 
which Girls' State programs around the 
Country send two "senators" each), is an 
annualclimaxto the Girls' State Program, 
and has been held in the Nation's capital 
for one week each summer since 1947.

Marriage ... Divorce ... Child Support

Q. May | get married immediately 
after obtaining a marriage license? 

A. A marriage license is not valid 
until three days after it is issued. 

Q. May adivorced mother remove 
a minor child fromthe State of Michigan? 

A. Michigan law provides that an 
order or judgment awarding custody of a 
child must provide that the domicile of 
the child should not be removed from the 
State without approval of the judge who 
awarded custody, or his successor. 

Q. May | stop paying child support 
if | am denied visitation? 

A. As a general rule, no. A non- 
custodial parent's obligation to pay child 
support is not related to that parent's 
opportunity to exercise visitation with a 
minor child. Some cases have held that 
support may be suspended or cancelled 
to punish wrongful conduct of the custo- 
dial parent or force compliance with visi- 
tation orders. However, most judges will 
not even consider withholding support 





because they feel that to do so would ad- 
versely affect the innocent minor child. 0
